The wealth of the community 
consisted of a flock of about sixty 
sheep, five cows, a few fields of 
corn, and gardens of vegetables. 
They wove their own cloth; lived 
peacefully, hidden in their little 
remote place, and were harmless, 
engrossed and happy. 

The nearest village was about 
fifteen miles away. The villagers 
never bothered much with Mlicka. 
Once in a while the Jews did a 
little marketing, but not much. 
The Mlicka Jews were shy and 
reserved. They had never seen a 
train or heard a voice on the 
radio; they never had newspapers. 

They knew nothing about the 
war until the Nazis were in, and 
did nothing about it except pray, 
for the Teacher. the white-bearded 
ancient one, had a premonition of 
doom. 

Of doom indeed. 


The Hitlerties were in. The beast 
was on the i Middle and 
Eastern Europe ran red. The moti- 
vating force of Nazism is the 


impulse to inflict pain, which lies 
more or less dormant in the souls of 
men. Hitler’s philosophy of rats and 
darkness lets that loose. Sadism 
spreads like a fire in dry grass. Sud- 
denly people find themselves 
“ thirsting after the pleasure of the 
knife.” as Nietzsche says. 

The word came: Shatter all oppo- 
sition! Kill the Jews! The blood- 
shed at Mlicka was only a drop in

sonal Ration Book — so as to bring 
this scheme into line with all the 
other food-rationing periods. 


NO REGISTRATION IS RE- 

QUIRED. It will help distri- 
bution, however, if you buy from 
your previous supplier. Besides, it 
is only fair that you should buy from 
any retailer who has previously tried 
to give you @ fair supply. 


Write your name and address 
and National Registration num- 
ber in the space provided. 


Coupons will be cut out by the 
retailer. He is not allowed to 
cut out half coupons. 


5 The coupons used will be the 
four ‘ D ’ coupons and the four 
‘E?’ coupons, marked July 27th to 
August 23rd, in the Personal Ration 
Book. Each of these eight coupons 
will be worth 1 point, so in the first 
four weeks everyone will have 8 
points to spend. 


FOOD POINT 
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6 Sweets and chocolates will 
require 16 points per lb., what- 
ever the kind or price; so you will be 
able to buy at the rate of 2 oz. per 
week for the first four weeks. Pro- 
duction is actually greater than this, 
and when all shopkeepers’ stocks 
have been built up, it is expected to 
increase the ration. 


7 The eight coupons are available 
for use at any time in the four 
weeks together or separately. 


Lines sold by the piece or put 

up by the makers in packets — 
such as bars and tubes — not ex- 
ceeding 3d. each will be treated for 
rationing as being of the following 
weights (whatever their actual 
weight) :— 


Lines at 4d. will count as 4 ounce 


and require 1 Point for two. 


Lines at 1d. and 14d. will count as 
1 ounce and require 1 Point. 


Lines at 2d., 24d. and 3d. will count 
2 ounces and require 2 Points. 

All other lines will require coupons 
according to their actual weight 
(1 Point per ounce.)

HE truth is that Service 

pay and civilian wages 

have hitherto been treated 
as two separate proolems and 
that the Government has never 
had a clear and bold policy in re- 
gard to either. 

Both here and in the States it 
may be discovered before the war 
is ended that such a policy must 
be formulated and enforced. 

At the present time an inquiry 
is being made into Service rates 
of pay and a report will be sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet for con- 
sideration. 

It is confidently expected that 
certain increases of pay and 
allowances will be granted in the 
near future. Whatever they may 
amount to, “ Man o’ the People’s ” 
personal opinion on this question 
is that all fighting men ought to 
receive at least as much as the 
average civilian wage. 

That average itself is hard to 
determine, and there is no pre- 
tence of equality, or even justice, 
in the varying rates of pay which 
now prevail as between one 
industry and another, or between 
different categories of workers 
in the same industry, or between 
old and young, skilled and un- 
skilled, clerical and manual, piece- 
rate and .job-rate workers. 

Indeed, 
national minimum wage for all. 
There are many who still draw 
miserably small pay packets, but 
it seems that both they and the 
pensioners must take what com- 
fort they can from speeches, like 
that of Mr. Eden, which promise 
everybody a reasonable standard 
of living—after the war is won.
